State Senator John S. Rice, who 
received the largest num ber of votes 
of any candidate in Adams county, 
led the borough balloting with a 
total of 1,735 as compared with 1,395 
for his republican opponent. John R 
Jackson, Esq., of Waynesboro, al­ 
though the republican presidential 
and state candidates carried the 
borough by slight margins.

Adams County Has Had 
Only One U. S. Senator 


Honorable 
James 
Cooper, 
the 
only United States Senator from 
Adams county. 
Beginning under the date of June 
9, 1934, the Gettysburg papers con­ 
tained 
the 
following 
card 
very 
prominently displayed: 
James Cooper 
Attorney - at - Law 
Office on Chambersburg street, a 
few doors east of Mr. Ferry’s Tavern. 
James Cooper, a man of com­ 
manding presence, high legal a t­ 
tainments, 
fine oratorical powers 
and unbounded egoism and self- 
assurance had just removed from 
Maryland to locate in Gettysburg. 
Thaddeus Stevens was already in i 
the flood-tide of a brilliant career 
and Cooper soon became his rival 
both in fame at the bar and in po- I 
litical aspirations. 
Cooper was ambitious; so was 
Stevens. But Steven’s ambition was 
qualified 
by intense devotion to 
whatever he had espoused as right. 
Not so Cooper. The aggrandisement 
of self was his platform policy his 
pole-star of conduct. Cooper in his 
schemed for political advancement 
ment with a fair degree of success, 
he reached the Senate of the United 
States, an honor to which Stevens 
long aspired and which he never a t­ 
tained. 
Cooper soon became immensely 
popular in Adams county. 
He had 
many qualities th at enabled him to 
ingratiate himself with the masses. 
In 1838. he was elected to Congress 
aud was a member of the House of 
Representatives at Washington dur­ 
ing the 26th and 27th Congresses 
from 1839 to 1843. 
After 
four 
years 
in 
Congress 
Cooper was rotated out because 
some other county of the district 
wanted the nomination. 
On the 
principle that half a loaf is better 
than no bread, he concluded if he 
could not remain in the legislature 
halls of Washington, Harrisburg was 
preferable to nothing. 
For several 
years he w’as Adams county’s mem­ 
ber of the Assembly, where he exer­ 
cised considerable influence. 
In 1846 there was one of those 
political tidal waves in Pennsylvania 
that upset the plans of the shrewd­ 
est calculators. 
Contrary to the 
usual trend of those days the Whigs 
swept everything before them. So 
pronounced was the victory that 
their candidate for Congress in the 
Adams-York district carried both 
counties by substantial majorities, 
having a total of 1,116 in the dis­ 
trict. 
Cooper was at th at time immense­ 
ly popular in Adams County, more 
popular than Stevens had ever been, 
for, instead of indulging in those 
fiery bursts of sarcasm, invective 
and ridicule which often made ene­ 
mies for Stevens, Cooper exerted all 
his talents and powers of blandish­ 
ment to the utmos to ingratiate 
himself with every one. Assisted by 
riding on the crest of the wave of 
Whig success his majority on the 
county exceeded 900. 
His opponent 
that year was the veteran Isaac E. 
Wierman. Cooper carried every dis­ 
trict in the county save one. 
Tile Adams Sentinel of October 
19th, 1846, says: “We have given 
our talented townsman—Hon. James 
Cooper, a vote worthy of him—and 
one which will tell abroad.” 
It did tell abroad. 
Hon. James 
Cooper had various bees buzzing in 
his bonnet and they were good sized 
bees. 
During the election he had 
spent no time in 
Adams county 
looking after his fences. 
He knew 
he was safe there. 
He had been 
circling the state. 
In September 24, 1846, he was de­ 
livering the alumni address at the 
commencement of Washington col­ 
lege of which Doctor MeConaghy 
was then the able president, and, 
in incredibly short space of time 
thereafter considering the lack of 
traveling facilities that then exist­ 
ed, I find him addressing a political 
club in the Spring Garden District 
of Philadelphia. 
In the same month, the “Berks 
and Schuylkill Journal,” the leading 
Whig paper in Reading, had em­ 
phatically endorsed Cooper for tile 
next 
gubernatorial 
nomination, 
j characterizing him as—“a pouplar 
I and eloquent speaker, a man of 
business habits and great experiences, 
and above all an honest man ” 
Immediately after the election, 
the “New York Sun." in a very 
laudatory 
editorial, 
predicts 
his 
nomination 
for the Pennsylvania 
governorship saying: He is a man 
of great 
natural talents, having 
pushed his way forward in the coun­ 
cils of the state by an indomitable, 
perseverance, 
sel f- education, close 
study and upright deportment. We 
are confident that the interests of 
that great state could the noble corn- 
safe hands nor could Ute noble com­ 
monwealth elevate a man whose 
whole career is more worthy of the 
initiation of lier children and her 
youth. 
When the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
ture assembled 
in January, 1847, 
Coolier was elected speaker of tin* 
I House 
Prom this advantageously 
I intrenched position he Immediately 
began his active battle for the gu­ 
bernatorial nomination that was to 
be made in a few week*. 
Up to near the time of the meet­ 
ing of the state convention it was 
generally believed that Cooper would 


debater. His only opponent was ex- 
Congressman 
James 
Irwin, 
of 
Center, who did not possess these 
qualifications for an active cam­ 
paign upon the stump. 
When the 
convention met it was found that 
the 
Philadelphia 
delegation 
had 
been lined up solidly for Irvin on 
the plea th at he more distinctly 
than any other man represented the 
industrial 
interests of the state 
which had been prostrated by the 
tariff of 1846. 
That decided the 
nomination against Cooper. 
Vir­ 
ulent and sometimes unreasoning in 
his animosities, the defeated candi­ 
date never forgave the men who 
were the cause of it. 
On April 28, 1847, soon after his 
defeat for the gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation, a large Whig meeting at 
Pottsville in the interest of General 
Taylor’s 
candidacy 
for 
president 
started a boom for Cooper for vice 
president but the boom never at­ 
tained a healthy size. 
The death of Governor Shunk, 
democrat, in 1848, placed in the gu­ 
bernatorial chair the Whig speaker 
of the senate, William F. Johnston, 
a man of noble appearance, and 
possessed of one of the keenest in­ 
tellects that has ever been connected 
with the politics of our state. After 
a very exciting canvass, Johnson was 
elected the same year by people for 
a full gubernatorical term by the 
meagre majority of 297. To reconcile 
the warring factions of the Whig 
party, he appointed Cooper attorney 
general of the commonwealth, which 
position he resigned in January, 
1849, to again enter the assembly as 
the member from Adams county. 
Again Cooper was elected the speak­ 
er of the house. 
Two weeks later Cooper was elect­ 
ed United States senator over sev­ 
eral competitors, the most promi­ 
nent of whom were Simon Cameron, 
the senator whose term had expired, 


ment assigned him to Camp Chase, 
Ohio, where it was supposed he 
could do no harm. Here he died, in 
1863, a broken down soured, sullen, 
and disappointed old man. 
James Cooper, in some respects, 
was the most prominent political 
figure that ever emanated from Ad­ 
ams county. 
But his fame was 
ephemeral 
because 
unconnected 
with any great mile-stone of n a­ 
tional or state advancement.

(B y th e A sso ciated P re s s) 
Clair Ross, democrat, state 
treasurer-elect, served four impor­ 
tan t state departments as deputy 
attorney general during the last 
year. 
Ross handled cases for the depart­ 
ment of public instruction, the audi­ 
tor general’s office, the department 
of mines and the state emergency 
relief board. 
His 
legal 
background 
includes 
courses at the University of Michi­ 
gan and Columbia law school. 
Ross was born January 3, 1895, at 
Sandy Lake, Mercer county, son of a 
family that settled in that section 
nearly 150 years ago. He was gradu­ 
ated from the Sandy Lake high 
school and from Grove City college. 
He taught in Derry high school, 
Westmoreland county, from 1914 to 
1917. 
Ross enlisted in the flying division 
of the signal corps during the World 
war. In 1919 he was married. 
He was commander of the Butler 
post of the American Legion, and 
district commander for Beaver, But­ 
ler and L&wence counties. 
In 1917 he was a candidate for 
district attorney in Butler county.
